THE BANKS COUNTY KUKLUX 

It is more than probable that the Banks 
county kuklux case will be the occasion of the 
breaking down of another of the statutes set 
up when passion was doing the legislation of 
congress. Judge Tompkins, when asked if 
the supreme court had ever decided the ques- 
tion he means to raise, aptly replied, ‘No. 
Bat it bas decided all around it.’’ The un- 
broken tendency of the decisions of that 
court of late years has been against enact- 
ments which take from state courts rights 
they used to -enjoy. The Yarbrough 
case is to be heard early 
in January. The habeas corpus process to be 
brought by Judge Thompkins will settle the 
question whether a row or an outrrge concern- 
ing in the remotest degree a federal election 
is a legitimate occasion for iynoring the right 
of a state to regulate its own police and pen- 
itentiary methods. The case has been com- 
mented on freely here. It is the 
general opinion that the statute cannot bear 
honest legal analysis. If it fails under such 
a test, Judge Tompkins will have done the 
entire country a service for which he will re 
ceive due honor.

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GUITEAU’S SKELETON. 


Au Articulated Ruckle of Rones up in the Army Med« 
leal Museum. 


WASHINGTON, December 25. 
skeleton has at last been articulated and hid- 
den in aprivate reom of the army medical 
museum, the scene of the assassination of the 
late President Lincoln, but it has been deemed 
best to deny the pubiic admission to the room 
at least for the present. An improved French 
metbod was adopted for placing the bones in 
position, the vertebrw being held in position 
by three large brass screws attached to a per- 
pendicular brass rod about an inch in diame 
ter. Opeofthe most skillful anatomists in 
this country superintended the operation, and 
great care was taken to see that none of the 
bones were carried off by relic seekers. Wher 
(juiteau’s body was. first brought to the muse- 
uma daring employe succeeded in eluding 
the watchman, and cutoff apiece of flesh, 
which he has since exhibited in alcohol, Re- 
peated polishing arfd bleaching has given the 
articulated skelelon the appearance of an 
ivory figure,.and the few who have been al- 
lowed access to the room in which it is stored, 
pronounce it a most creditable piece of ana- 
tomical work. Upon the occasion of Sergeant 
Mason’s recent visit to Washington he was 
invited to call at the museum and inspect the 
bones of the assassin who had caused him so 
much trouble. The visitor eyed the skeleton 
curiously, and could not refrain from shaking 
his fist and muttering, ‘‘Your bones caused a 
heap of trouble in thisland.’’ Other relics of 
the assassin which are preserved in the mu 
seum were shown the sergeant, and he ex- 
pressed himself much gretified at finding his 
intended victim had been safely secured. It 
will be useless, however, for yisitors to at- 
tempt to see the skeleton, as the museum au- 
thorities have been compelled to adopt strin- 
gent rules against allowing strangers in the 
private room where it iskept. One of the 
first inquiries of the tourist after climbing 
three tiers of iron steps leading into the mu- 
seum proper, is for ‘iuiteau’s skeleton, or 
anything that belonged to ,the assassin, and 
hundreds are daily disappuvinted by the 
watchman’s stereotyped answer, ‘‘There is 
nothing of the sort on exhibition, sir.’ Itis 
likely, however, that in the course of a few 
years the skeleton will be exhibited to the 
public after a properly-secured case has been 
prepared for its exbibition.

PRUSSIA AND THE POPE, 

t0OME, December 25.—The Gemnan crown 

prince left quite a cloud of mystification and 
discontent behind him, both at the vatican 
and at the quirinal. The Osservatore Romano, 
at present the only official urgan of the vati 
can, gives an authoritative denial of the as- 
sertions of the Rassegna and other papers 
which publish pretended fragments of the 
conversatien of the pope and the crown 
prince. Italian officials bitterly criticise 
the manner in_ which the crown 
yrince visited the pope. King 
dumbert openly remarked: ‘‘Although 
the crown prince staid with me as my guest, 
yet it was solely tne pope that attracted him 
to Rome. I was his host, but it was the pope 
he came to see.’’ The pope, wishing to pre- 
serve the exact words of his conversation, 
dictated them immediately after the crown 
prince’s departure to Mgr. Boccali, one of the 
holy father’s private secretaries. The conver- 
sation lasted exactly forty-seven minutes. In 
addition to the portion of the conversation 
already cabled you, I have the best auther- 
ity for stating that * one of the 
topics broached was that of the 
four bishops—namely, those of Posen, Co- 
logne, Limbourg and Munster—who were 
deprived of their sees during the kultur- 
kampf. The Prussian government is quite 
prepared to pardon the two last, but insists 
that the two first be replaced by others. The 
pope hopes for better terms. His holiness was 
willing to accept the resignation of Mgr. 
Melcher, archbishop of Cologne, and Cardi- 
nal Ledachowski, archbishop of Posen, but 
on the sole condition that the Prussian gov- 
ernment accords to the seminaries full liber- 
Lty of teaching. 

The Political Correspondence of Vienna 
says it has learned that Prince Freder- 
ick Wilhelm, while at the quirinal, extend- 
ed an invitation, to .King Humbert and

AMERICAN SHIP-BUILDING., 


Chairman Slocum Declares Himee'!t in Favor of Free 
Ships and Opposed to Subsidera. 


WASHINGTON, December 25.—Genera! 
cum, of New York,who has been made chair- 
man ofthe new select committee on Ameri- 
can ship building and ship owning, bas long 
been interested .in the revival of American 
shipping. He is in favor of 
allowing ship owi * to pur- 
chase  vesseis when: v they can 
get them cheapest, and idmitting such 
vessels to the American register when pur- 
chased. He is opposed to giving direct subsi- 
dies to vessel Owners as a means to the fresto- 
ration ot the American marine toits former 
importance, but is in favor of removing some 
of the burdens which, under the opera- 
tion of the present shipping laws of 
the United States, rest upon the 
American shipping industry. He said to an 
Associated Press reporter to-night that he 
thought this congreks would do something to- 
wards reviving the shipping industry, but 
until he had become acquainted with the 
gentlemen who were to be his colleagues on 
the committee, he did not care to venture an 
Opinion as to which of the plans proposed 
would be adopted by the committee. For 
himself he said he was in favor of free ships, 
and he thought the majority of the house of 
representatives would vote for free ships if 
the question were presented. He did not 
think it possible to build up the American 
merchant marine if Americans ship owners 
were to be compelled in future, as at present, 
to pay forty per cent more for their vessels than 
foreign shipowners. Hence he was willing 
to allow.an American owner to purchase his 
vessels in the’ best market, in order to en- 
courage American ship building. He thought 
che builder in the United States should be 
allowed the use of free material by giving 
him arebate of the duties paid on the mate- 
rials imported, and in the construction of 
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vessels forthe foreign trade. He inclined 
to the opinion that with equally cheap 
material, the American ship builder 
could successfully compete with the ship 
builders on the Clyde, the increased cost of 
labor in this country being offset by the 
greater skill of American mechanics. He 
said that several bills had already been intro- 
duced in this congress, embodying the fea- 
tures of a, billj reported in the last con- 
gress from the special committee on shipping. 
One of these, which proposed to remove cer- 
tain burdens upon American shipping, such 
as three months pay to discharged seamen, 
the obligation to carry American mates, the 
provisions of the law requiring the payment 
of various fees to the port ofticers,he thought 
would meet with no opposition,but of others 
he could not speak with any assurance.

He was in the Adams 
Run disaster some two years ago. and was picked 
out from underneath the boiler of the’wrecked 
locomotive, aud was thought to be fatally injured. 
Aftera long confinement he recovered and again 
resumed the service. On being informed thathe 
was on board the train yesterday morning, the con- 
ductor; who was acquainted with his experiences, 
remark: ‘That settlesit.

From a private letter received in this city yester- 
day from Haywood’s landing, under date of the 
2th, we get the following particulars of the foul 
murder of an old man who once lived in this city: 


“R, A. Davis, an old man who came from Co-

WHAT FRANCE WANTS. 

It is impossible to consider all the facts 
connected with the pending trouble between 
France and China without coming to the 
conclusion that France wants Anam, and is 
determined to seeurgcontro! of that territory 
atany cost. There are severai reasons influ- 
encing the French republic to adopta ‘'‘vig- 
orous foreign policy”’ just at this time. In 
the first place, the national sentiment is 
nothing if not warlike. The average 
Frenchman cannot get it out of his 
head that gioire rhymes with victoire, and no 
great leader has ever succeeded in winning 
the popular heart unless he advocated the 
policy of foreign conquest. 

So much forsentiment. It will be conceded 
that France, imperial or republican, is al- 
ways ready for a row upon general princi- 
ples, whenever there is anything to be gained 
by it. Coming downto a more matter of 
fact view of the situation, it is easy to under- 
stand why the French want Anam. Ihe pos- 
session of that territpry would be an immense 
acquisition. It covers a large area, and its 
capacities for future development are exceed- 
ingly tempting. Anam enjoys tine natural 
resources, embracing a fertile soil and rich 
‘mineral deposits, and the acquisition of such 
a territory on account of its great and growing 
value in the future, would be as profitable 
an investment of blood and treasure, as could 
be made by any government at the present 
time. It must not be taken for granted that 
the appropriation of Anam is any easy mat- 
ter. The Chinese government isin the mood 
to defend the threatened quarter at all haz. 
ards, and its activity in the matter of pur- 
chasing naval vessels and arms shows that the 
Mongolian statesmen fully realize the mag 
nitude of the protracted struggle which is 
opening.

‘*This,’’ continued President Raoul, 
much greater burden on the railroad than 
of $40, 000 of business.’’

“In the of business. the foad Edoes 
have the goods to haul, and there isa certain 
tude for the reducti of expenses. The 
. 40,000 in any given busiuess does not mean $40,000 
off the revenuec—it only meags $40,000 off, less the 
cost that it would take to perform the service. 

‘“‘How will the reduction affect the farmers’ 

‘I do not see how itis to redound to the benetit 
oi the farmersat all. ‘There would be a small 
measure of consolation if the money that is taken 
out of the pockets of the Georgia stockholders was 
put into the pockets of Georgia f armers, but I do 
not understand that this is the case.,’’ 

‘*‘Upon what quantities and how is the reduction 
to be made?”’ 

“The reduction isonly oncar load lots. Few 
farmersinthe state buy fertilizers in so large 
quantities, and besides it is the usual custom to 
sell the guano delivered, and itis not likely that 
the}Jmanufacturer,who'formerly sold a ton of fertili 
zor for $40, will now sell it for $39 50 or $39.75, as 
the case may be. The benefit of the reduction will 
go to the manufacturer out of the state.’’ 

‘‘What portion of the guano movement isin car 
loads?’’ 

‘About three-fourths of the business of the road, 
Or perhapsa larger amount has heretofore been 
done in that way consigned from the manufacturer 
or general agent at the ports tothe interior agents 
for Gistribution, the balance being consigned di- 
rect to the planter in less than car-load lots. It is 
very easy for ihe agent or manufacturer, by proper 
management of his shipment, to concentrate the 
planters’ lots,.and secure car-load rates. Thus the 
reduction will fall upon all the fertilizers the rail- 
road hauls, and will not be likely to benefitany one 
except the agents and manufacturers.’’ 

“Where aud how are the orders for guano col- 
lected, and how are the shipments usually made?”’ 

‘‘They are collected in the interior from the far- 
mer by the interior agent. A considerable portion 
of the fertilizers fora given point in the interior is 
shipped to. the agent in car load lots, and he dis 
tributes it from his stores thus accumulated, but in 
many cases the planter’s orders are forwarded to 
the ports to the general agent, and he orders it from 
the warehouse here shipped direct to the farmer, 
This saves the interior agent the work and 
labor of distribution. Any business of 
this kind that is continued on 
that plan will go, of course, on the old rates, and 
the Sostnes who receives his guano will have the 
old rates to pay if the guano is notseld to him de- 
livered, butit is usually seld delivered. By con- 
centrating these orders and throwing the distribu- 
tion entirely on the interior agent, car-load rates 
could be secured for the entire business, putting 
the work of_distribution on the interior agent,’’ 

‘The aotion of the commission,’’ continued 
President#Raoul, ‘is unjust, for this reason, ‘The 
publte demand increased railroad facilities, better 
equipments aud faster schedules. We want more 
roljing atock, nsw engines, stehi rails aud rock 
road-beds. The inc:easing business requires these 
improvements, aud the railroads to keep abreast{of 
the times are continually making enormous out 
lays. While they are compelled to do this the 
commission is reducing rates for transportation and 
diminishing the reve. wes.’’ 

*‘How much will the change in rates diminish 
the revenue of the road during the present year’?’’ 

‘Fully $100,000. The reduction in cotion rates 
will eggregate from $50,0u0 to $75,000, and this, 
with the reduction on fertilizers, will foot up and 
probably exceed $100,000.”’ 

“What about the rates on 
freight?’’ 

‘The restraining order that prevented the UWeor- 
gia railroad from adopting the rates of the com 
mission on cotton, graia and flour was dissolved 
aboutten months ago. The difference between the 
rates thatthe road was able tocharge wheu this or 
der was in force and the commissioners rates that 
they uow haveto charge amounts to only about 
13-100 of a cent. per ton per mile. This is seeming- 
ly a very small reduction. Yet, applying the dif-

The Laguna country is irrigated from the Nazas 
river, and isa very wide valley extending for sev- 
eral hundred miles to the Rio Grande river. The 
railroad crosses it just between two dams. Immense 
acequias carry off the water from these ponds 
which is distributed intosmaller aceyuias, and them 
into little furrows, which are aiso dammed, and 
thus the fieldssubmerged. Mr. Trevinos, a brother 
of the Mexican general, raised thirty thousand bales 
of cotton on his ranches in the Laguna country. 
The altitude is about 3,500 feet above sea level. 

‘10-day we passed fields of corn that would yieid 
s0 bushelsto the acre. In many of the corn fields 
there is a good crop of cotton also. Cotton is 
planted only once in each four years. The blank 
places are filled in with uew seed where it is need- 
ed. The plow is, in many instances, of wood. 
Oxenu and bourros (little jackasses) do the farm 
work; the former the plowing, the latter the pack- 
ing.  Bourros are vely gentile, and teveral Boston 
gentlemen have shipped some home for their chil- 
dren toride. The valleys of the other rivers, I 
am informed, are as fertile where irrigated, as the 
Laguna country 

The little ponds caused by the irrigrations in the 
Laguna country were literally black with duck and 
geese. The flocks were in thousands, and as they 
circled above the train just out of range the temp- 
tation tosay what the Frenehman did when the 
other fellow cried ‘‘keno,’’ Was very great. 

The Mexicans oi the lower class are a trifle care- 
lessabout exposing their persons, and to day a 
party of womeu were taking a bath in the ditch by 
the railroad track in anude coudition. They did 
not seem embarrassed as we passed nor that within 
thirty stepsof them Mexican peons Were at work. 
The hacienda, a collection of huts, made of cactus 
and beargrass stalks, roofed with grass and dirt, 
stood adjacent; a collection of filth and vermin, as 
evinced by a Mexican lyingin the sun examinin 
a child's head, while another child pranced aroun 
nude and happy. The entire population were 
dressed inthiu cotton goods, the women. in one 
garment; the men in a white shirt and pane.

The Mexican 
peon has a ergs for broad-brimmed, white 
hats, and without one seems lost. The blanket is 
an inseperable companion to the male, and the 
shawl to thefemale. serape is what they call blan- 
ket, 

Jimulco, pronounced Himulco, is 562 miles south 
of El Paso. Is is division headquarters for the 
Mexican Central. At present it consistsofa few 
huts, one of them being a Cninese laundry. Were 
this place, situated as itis in the fine valley of the 
Nazas, in the United States, there would be at least 
four bar rooms, two hotels, two stores and a dance 
house, with flaming platsand town lots rated at 
$100 to $600 each, Water for this 
beautiful valley is abundantly fur- 
nished by very deep end wide acequias, from the 
Aqua Nueva (navigable river) a stream about 0&0 
feet wide and three feet deep. The navigation is 
for ducks, it is presumed. The Jimulco mountain, 
10,280 feet above sea level, whose base is ten miles 
off, looks as ifit were not three, and is 6,000 feet 
at itssummit above the railroad. The valley of 
the same name is about twenty miles wide at this 
place and very fertile. By irrigation, as fine corn 
and cotton,crops as are seen in the valleys of the 
Ohio and Mississippi are produced. Wheat is 
planted in the fall and in the early spring after it 
is cut, corn is planted on the same ground. Only 
one crop of cotton or cane is raised on the same 
land,

‘Bring him out,” *‘ Kill him, 
“Break down the door.” 

The officer shoved his horse into the crowd 
and ordered them off the sidewaJk, but they 
declined to obey him and began threatening 
him. Mr. Brooks, at one time one of Atlan- 

ta’s best policemen, was near by and seeing 

Officer West's danger, ran to hisside. About 
the same time Patrolman Linam and Simp- 
son came up and in afew minutes the mob 
was made to give way.
